TAXATION FACTS AND FIGURES 

Speaking of high and needless taxation, as we 
have been doing in another article on this page. 
and as most every taxpayer in California is doing, 
the following facts and figures dug up by the 
San Francisco Chronicle are germaine to the issue 
and very interesting: 

“When we learn that the average per capita 
cost of state government of all the states is now 
$6.25, white the per capita cost of this State is 
$11.24, as it stands, we are compelled to concede 
that the burden of proof for so great an increase 
rests on the budget committee which have _ rec- 
ommended it and especially the legislatures which 
have appropriated the money, usually millions in 
excess of the budget committees’ recommendations. 
And when we learn further that the budget com- 
mittee proposes to add $33,807,638 to the appro- 
priations of two years ago, which would add 
$9.86 per capita per biennium, or $4.93—practically 
$5.00—per capita per aBnum, we must agree that 
the burden of proof rests on the budget commit- 
this State should pay $16.17 per capita per annum 
tee. If the budget committee says the people of 
for the cost of State government as against an 
average of $6.25 for the other states, it is squarely 
up to the budget committee to prove it, item by.

Every legisla- 
tor who votes under any conditions whatever to 
imcrease tax rates when incomes are. shrinking
